F the revolt of the Pollah

shortage of consumer goods. 


HE root cause of the trouble 

jn Poland and Hungary is 
this: that ever sine the 
take-over by the Communist 
Puppets, the economies of 
the two countries have been 
xenred and organised, not to 
meet the needs of the people, 
but to meet the requirements 
and demands of the Soviet 


Union. Henee the demands, 
which have still to be met, 
for economic reforms and 
the ending of Russian 
domination. 

Nor is that the whole of the 
story. Tho economic policies 
which even an independent 
Polish Communist regime 
would certainly have followed 
would have been in them- 
selves disastrous enough. 
The 
brought about a considerable 
reduction in production per 
acro {n comparison with 
“pro-war” ‘levels. Tho con- 
centration of heavy industry 
is largely responsible for the 
shortage of consumer goods. 
The inefficiency of 4 top

It is from such political and 
economic shackles which 

‘ the peoples of Voland and 
Hungary wish to free 
themselves, The Hungarians 
expressed their demands 
more forcibly and more 
hastily than the Poles, 
with the painful result that 
Ruasin has shown she 1s 
moro determined than ever 
to hold Hhungary in 
bondage, and, if possible, to 
deny any semblance of 
liberal reforms. The Poles 
have acted with more cir- 
cumspection, but have still 
to realise their real aims, 
The future for both coun. 
tries fa grim and menacing. 


T would be comforting to 
feel that In the case of 
Hungary the gloom has 
been lifted somewhnt by 
the United Nations resolu- 
tion calling on Russia to 
withdraw her troops from 
that country. The resolu- 
tion, though excellent in 
intontion, docs not mean 
muth for there in no almple 
way for the United Nations 
to nee that it is enforced. 
Morcover the withdrawal of
